and Americans. Are 


Pushing Ahead. 


CROWH PRINCE CALLS FOR HELP 


xnero are signs everywhere that the. 


Germans are destroying material and 
munitions in the pocket to tho north 
of the river Marne between Soissons 
and Rheims preparatory to the entire 
evacuation of that area. 


The Germans are .having the great- 


est difficulty in maintaining their com- 
munications in the salient. They arc 
unable to utilize most of the railroads 
leading northward owing to the in- 
cessant harrying from entente allied 
aviators and artillery. 


The night was comparatively calm, 


but several local counter attacks were 
executed by the Germans in an en- 
deavor to cover the retreat of their 
main body. 
Those attacks in every 


Instance were unsuccessful. 


The French troops in Champagne 


between the river Suippes and Mas- 
siges (east of Rheims) have regained 
all their old front line.

The region Immediately south of 
Soissons forms the key to the Ger­ 
man position and here the enemy has 
concentrated heavy forces for the pur­ 
pose of holding back the advancing 
tide of the allies.

the fighting is becoming heavier each 
hour. 
They have taken a large number of

The 
number of unwounded prisoners also 
far exceeds the total casualties of the 
allied troops since the victorious ad­ 
vance began.

Cap­ 
tain Orrln Bartlett, Plymouth, report­ 
ed he sighted the periscope of a sub­ 
marine about dusk Saturday night, 
four miles off the port of Plymouth. 
He was in a motor boat, close enough 
to the periscope to identify It posi­ 
tively as that of a submersible. 
His report placed

well within Massachusetts bay. 
The tub Perth Amboy, of the Lehigh 
Valley R. U., and her tow of four 
barges, were the victims of the at­ 
tack, 
They were proceeding about 
three miles off Orleans, at the south­ 
east orn elbow of Cape Cod, when the

about 
10.30 
o’clock In the morning.

Cook 
all together an hour and a half very 
slowly. Remove the bag of spices, if 
desired, before putting away. 


Cherry Olives.—Get the rich, dark, 


well-flavored cherries. To a pint of the 
cherries left with the stems on add a 
cup each of water and vinegar; add a 
teaspoonful of salt and seal. They will 
be ready as an appetizer in two weeks. 


Pickled Cherries.—Pit the desired 


quantity of cherries and cover over 
night with a good vinegar; in the 
morning drain and add an equal weight 
of sugar. 
Stir occasionally through 


the day, then set away in a cool cel- 
lar, covered with a cloth and plate. 
The vinegar may be s\veetened and 
bottled for a summer drink. 


Cherries canned fresh are delicious. 


Add equal measures of pitted cherries 
and sugar, stir until the sugar is dis- 
solved, can in sterile jars, seal and 
keep in a cold place. If you have room 
in the ice chest a few pints may be 
used most acceptably all through the 
hot weather, as a garnish for pudding 
and ices.

United States of America. The will was 
made on April 6, 1911. 


During the administration of the estate, 


the will directs that $350 be paid annually 
in quarterly installments to Mr. Winter's 
sister, Miss Mary Winter, now residingjit 
Emmiteburg. Upon the settlement of the 
estate the sum of 87.000 is to be invested, 
and the income is to be paid to Miss Win- 
ter. 
After her death this $7,000 is to be 


given to the society indicated above as a 
part of the residue of the estate. Similar 
provision is made for the brother, Joseph 
Winter, of New Oxford, except that the 
annuity is $150 and the trust fund $3,000.

While women can do much in the solution of the complex and rather 


pressing farm-labor problem, it should be understood that the mon power of 
the country is not yet exhausted and that, except for certain lighter tasks, 
men are better adapted than women for farm labor. 


On account of the demands for labor in necessary industries, and because 


for many years past the cities with their attractions of high wages aiid amuse- 
ments have drawn many men from the farms, there is not now enough labor 
seeking employment to supply the demand of the farms for extra help, espe- 
cially during the periods of seasonal strain for cultivating and harvesting. 


While much is being done by the departments of agriculture and labor 


to mobilize man power for farming operations, much yet remains to be done 
If we are to make sure the saving of the crops which have been planted. 


The primary responsibility must be assumed by the regions and communi- 


ties most vitally affected, because no agency of government can create labor 
or compel men to pursue any particular vocation. In all towns and cities 
adjacent to agricultural regions there are many men of farm experience who 
can be spared for a day at a time or a week at a time, as the case may be, 
to help the farmers with their most pressing tasks. In many such towns and 
cities last year men were spared from ordinary business and industry, Ironi 
offices and shops, and crops were cultivated and harvested which otherwise 
might have suffered serious loss. Such adjustments must be made this year 
and undoubtedly will be made when the communities affected come into a full 
realization of the necessities of the case. 


In releasing the men of farm experience in the cities for farm labor, many 


women can be utilized to take their places for a few days at a time or for a 
whole season. Generally speaking, it will become more and more necessary 
for women to take the places of. men in all occupations. 


In addition to relieving men in towns and cities, women can actually 


perform many farm tasks such as dairying, vegetable cultivation, fruit gather- 
ing, etc. The precise method of utilizing women for farm labor cannot be 
prescribed in any uniform plan, but it will depend upon conditions in the 
community and upon the farms. Of course steps must be taken to see that 
women laborers are properly housed and otherwise are safeguarded from 
unnecessary hardships. Women who are not physically able'to perform labor 
may be of great service to farmers by ascertaining their needs for labor and

More helpful even 
than that in many places would be for some of the women of the towns and 
cities to take the places of their country sisters during the periods of laboc 
stress and actually do the housework in order that the women of the farms 
may help their husbands. 
Some of the finest of our American women 


are cooking and washing dishes In the hospitals of France. The women of 
France are between the plow handles. No good woman would hesitate to 
keep house for her sick friends for a week. It would be beautiful service if 
city women would keep house for country women for a little while. Of 
course this is not as attractive or as romantic as binding Tip the wounds of 
soldiers, but it is one of the things that must be done if the soldiers are to 
be fed. 


It does not seem to be possible to work out any uniform plan of mobilizing 


farm labor or of directing the employment of women on farms. The important 
thing is to get the problem fairly before the American people and specially 
before the community groups. When a group of Americans, whether of men 
or women, understand a' problem or realize n necessity, they may be depended 
upon to solve the problem and to meet the necessity in the best possible way. 


I Whales and Porpoises Are 


Often Taken for Submarine 


By the Watchful Gun Crews. 


There is peril in being a whale or a 


porpoise, in the north Atlantic these 
days, according to Nelson Collins in 
lie Century. If you are a whale, par- 
ticularly a spouting whale, you are 
apt to be mistaken for a submarine; 
and if you are a porpoise, you are apt 
to be taken for a torpedo. There is 
many a shattered carcass and abashed 
gun crew. In the phosphorescence of 
even winter nights a porpoise just un- 
der the surface can make an experi- 
enced lookout have a moment's sus- 
pense.

Fish, which have always been reck- 


oned as a valuable food, have been 
shown by a series of digestive experi- 
ments conducted by the department of 
agriculture to deserve a more impor- 
tant place in every diet. The tests 
show that fish are completely utilized 
in the body. 


In the experiments Boston mackerel, 


buttcrfish, salmon and grayfish—a va- 
riety not generally used in this coun- 
try—were made into "fish loaves" and 
served as a basis of a simple mixed 
diet to young men of healthy appe- 
tites. 


Both the protein and the fat of the 


fish were well utilized. Following are 
the percentages of protein digested: 
Boston mackerel, 93.1 per cent; but- 
terfish, 91.9 per cent; grayfish, 92.S per 
cent, and salmon, 93.2 per cent. The 
percentages of fat 
digested were 


found to be: Boston mackerel, 93.2 per 
cent; butterfish, 86.4 per cent; gray- 
fish, 94.3 per cent; salmon, 93.7 per 
cent. 


In addition to the fish loaf the diet 


included 
potatoes, 
crackers, 
fruit, 


sugar and tea or coffee. On the aver- 
age the subjects each day ate 440 
grams of Boston mackerel, 471 grams 
uf butterfish, 440 grams of grayfish, or 
355 -grams of salmon, indicating that 
in every case the fish was eaten with 
relish.

Farmer and Horses 


Killed by Lightning. 


Lightning Wednesday afternoon killed 


Tennyson Weaver, two horses and stun- 
ned Harry Myers, a tenant, on the Daniel 
Sechrist farm, about a mile- north of Po- - 
toBi, York c6uuty. Mr. Weaver and the |J 
horses were 'virtually killed outright, the i|^ 
former living only a few minutes and was 
unable to speak after he was stricken. 
With his brother ir.-law., Mr. Myers, ha 
was at work iu a liekl in the reur of the 
barn. Weaver was plowing with the aid 
of two horees and Myers was pulling on- 
ions. The storm which caused the casu- 
alty was unusually severe and came up 
BO "suddenly that they, as well as others, 
were caught before tiny could reach a 
place of safety. Myers managed to get 
under a tree, and Weaver had stopped 
his horses to turn them around toward 
the barn, when the lightning caught him. 
His one hand was on the handle of the 
plow at the time and the other holding 
the ilriying rein. The fluid caught his 
hat, tore it into ribbons, passed down his 
body to his watch chain, which appeared 
to be the magnet, and melted it into a 
veritable lump, and burned the flesh at a 
point where the v\ atch was located, and 
then splintered the haudle of the plow 
~o~n which he had bis hand. The one 
horse was killed instantly and the other 
only lived long enough to kick once or 
twice. There was no outward evidence 
of where they had been struck.

Murder at York. 


William Myers, aged about 40 year*, of 


York was shot and almost instantly killed 
early last Tuesday eveninjj by William 
H. Oberdick, aged 32, a barber doinn 
business ia the same building. Oberdick 
is in the York county jail, charged with 
tbo murder. The killing is the outcome 
of a long standing grudge which Myers 
entertained againet Oberdick, because he 
claimed that Oberdick had been unduly 
intimate with his (Myers') wife. Ober- 
dick, Mre. Oberdick and Mrs. Myers all 
admit that Myers had frequently made 
euch accusations and it is pointed out 
that on a number of occasions Myers and 
Oberdick wrangled over it. It is also 
claimed that several times Myerp threat- 
ened to kill the barber for this reason. 
The shooting took place in the rear yard 
at the residence of Myers, and just out 
side his kitchen or dining room door. 
Oberdick had passed from his barber 
shop through the yard when Myers ac- 
costed him from the supper table, and 
then becoming furious, threw a table 
glass at him and then it is claimed, start- 
ed after Oberdick, when the latter fired 
two shots froax a revolver, only one of 
which took effect.
